To test your lemon extract to a test 
tube nearly filled with water add one 
teaspoonful of the extract.

To detect alum in baking powder 
put some logwood chips in a small 
agateware dish, cover with water 
and bring to a boil.

Warm it and shake {it until effer- 
vescence ceases, then add a drop or 
two of hydrochloric acid to make the 
solution acid.

Place in this liquid a 
few pieces of white woolen yarn and 
boil for five or ten minttes, stirring 
joccasionally\ Remove the yarn and 
wash in hot’ water. If it remains

: Damaged Submarine 


Members of Crew Tell a Remarkable 
Story of Escape 

New York,—Fifty-one members of 
the crew of the submarine 8-48 who 
escaped through torpedo tubes after 
their craft had made a nose dive off 
Bridgeport harbor and «tuck to the 
bottom, told a remarkable story of 
rescue on arrival at the New York 
Davy yard. a) 

According to a report made by the 
commandant they lightened one end 
of the submarine until it appeared 
above the surface and then sat 
perched on this pinnacle for more 
than ten hours, until after darkness 
had fallen then by lighting matches 
they attracted the att ntion of a 
passing tanker which picked them up 
and brought them here. 

When night came on, some of the 
fifty-one officers, sailors and mechan-
